The managers discharged 
all their men a few days ago and now all 
the railroads centering in this city, such 
as the Ferro-Carril del Oeceste and the 
Ferro-Carril del Unidos Havana, have 


also discharged most of their workmen. | 


These latter railroads are only able to 
run trains irregularly six or seven miles 
out of Havana. Notice has already been 
Served upon the Spanish government by 
the foreign holders of bonds in these roads 
that they will tasist upon full indemnity 
for the damage done their property. They 
claim that as the government has not 
recognized the existence of a state of 
war, holding that the pending disturbance 
is only an insurrection, it is responsible 
for the damage growing out of its failure 
to protect it. 

Families, utterly destitute, are reaching 
the city in great number, clamoring for 
bread and shelter. The captain general 
has ordered that subscriptions be taken 
up among all the government employes 
and also among the trades guilds and 
business men for the benefit of these desti- 
tute people, but as the number of vic- 
tims is so-large the proposed - collections 
will fall far short of their purpose. 

The Spaniards insist that the govern- 
ment should turn the Cubans over to 
riotous slaughter. These people cry out 
“echar la mave”’—to turn the key and 
radically change the public policy. The

Sent to a Living Death. 

Prisoners cre daily brought here from the 
interior and from the larger cities, to be 
sent to Centa, the African blackhole, 
whence they never return. Among the 
prisoners sent to this loathsome spot, nearly 
4,000 miles away from home, are two young 
ladies who taught school in Santiago. Some

The Black Flag. 

Under the terror of the day one can be- 
gin to realize what the black flag means. 
These grandchildren of Spain, it seems, 
have not inherited a single right. They 
dare not even lift up their eyes to heaven 
for that, too, has been pre-empted by Spain, 
who sends out second sons of decayed fam- 
ilies as priests on the government salary 
list. 

With the open avowal of a war upon wo- 
men and children, who in all civilized 
countries have been exempt from disturb- 
ance, the arms and hearts of all Cubans 
will be nerved to do and to dare for their 
native land. Surely, in this latter part of 
the nineteenth century civilization will pro- 
test against this coming deluge of blood, 
and demand for a brave people the rights 
of foemen in the field and the protection of 
suckling babes, of whom General Weyler’s 
men would make baits on their bayonet 
points. 


HAVE PROPOSALS 
_ BEEN SUBMITTED? 


IT IS SAID THAT COMMUNICA- 
TIONS HAVE BEEN SENT 


To Spain from America Bearing on the 
Cuban Question—What the Propo- 
sition Is Said To Be. 


New York, January 20.—The Herald says 
this morning: 

“Information of a very startling charac- 
ter has reached the Cuban sympathizers in 
this city, who are in closest touch with the 
revolutionary junta, whence the informa- 
tion comes. It is to the effect, as alleged, 
that President Cleveland authorized Sec- 
retary Olney, two or three days ago, to 
send a note to the American minister at 
Madrid, which Mr. Taylor, the present 
incumbent, is instructed to present to the 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, a com- 
munication, which accompanied the note 
and which contained a proposition upon 
the Cuban question. 

“This proposition is, as alleged, that 
Spain at the earliest opportunity withdraw 
her troops from Cuba; that the Spanish 
throne recognize the absolute independence 
of Cuba and its existence as a republic; 
that the Spanish government accept from 
Cuba a certain sum of money as indemnity; 
that Spain accept the guarantee of the 
United States that Cuba will fulfill her ob- 
ligations. 

“It is said by those close to the junta 
that this communication was. distinctly 
framed as a friendly proposition and that 
it went on to say that if Spain did not ac- 
cept ‘this suggestion in the interests of 
peace, the United States would ignore the 
repeated assurance of her trusted represen- 
tatives in Cuba that no danger threatened 
the property of her citizens who reside in 
this country,:-and the lives of Americans 
who live in the island, in view of the late 
occurrences in Santiago, Puerto Principe 
and Havana, and would detach warships 
to Cuba to safeguard Americans, which the 
administration had thus far refrained from 
doing on account of its implicit confidence 
in the good will and esteem of the Span- 
ish rovernment. 

“The communication is alleged as having 
been shorn of everything that could bear 
the slighest semblance of a threat or im- 
plied coercion. Nevertheless, the reported 
reference as to doubt about the security 
of Americans in Cuba, should Spain re- 
ject these alleged good offices of the United 
States, and positive assurances of Ameri- 
can warships being sent into Cuban wa- 
ters, are said to have been couched in firm 
language. 

“It is said that there was no attempt 
to disguise the attitude of the United 
States, and that in the construction of the 
communication the opportunty was taken 
to explain that it was extremely possible

Washington, January @.—(Special.)—The 
favorable report by the C@mrmittee on for- 
eign relations of Senato® Davis’s resolu- 
tion reaffirming the Monroe doctrine re- 
ported to the senate today has been the 
main subject of discussiog: in Washington. 

The resolution went onthe calendar. It 
will be discussed daily a@@ may not come 
up for a vote in several Weeks. The pres- 
ident is said to be opposed to it, holding 
that it goes too far. Quite a number of 
senators oppose it for the same reason. 
They claim that it is expedient to adopt 
such a far-reaching resolution. Its adop- 
tion, they assert, would be so binding 
upon the United States: as perhaps to

embarrass this country in future struggles 
with other countries. They claim that the 
Monroe doctine as it stands today is 
more pliable and can be used to better 


advantage. 

There are others who claim that the 
passage of this resolution at this time is 
unnecessary. It is too much of a warlike 
declaration for adoption when there is 
no immediate necessity for it. 

On the other hand, there is in the senate 
and in the house a very large element 
which might be termed a war party. They 
believe in time that the United States 
should define its position in regard to 


that there can in future be no nrisunder- 
standing. .This eleament’t®#%) the majority, 
and unless there is a very decided change 
of sentiment in the near future the Davis 
resolution in some form will probably be 
adopted. They hold that the time has come 
to let England know just where and how 


we stand. 
The Davis resolution was reported as 
follows and placed on the calendar: 


“Resolved, That the United States of 
America reaffirms and confirms the doc- 
trine and principles promulgated by Presi- 
dent Monroe in his message of December 
2, 1823, and declares that it will assert and 
maintain the doctrine and those -principles 
and will regard any infringement thereof, 
and particularly any attempt by any EKu- 
ropean power to take or acquire any new 
or additional territory on the American 
continent or any island adjacent thereto, 
or any right or sovereignty or dominion in 
the same, in any case or instance as to 
which the United States shall deem such 
a thing to be dangerous to its peace or 
safety by, or through force, purchase, 
cession, occupation, pledge, colonization, 
protectorate or by control of the easement 
in any canal or any other means of transit 
across the American isthmus, whether un- 
der unfounded pretension or right in cases 
of alleged boundary disputes or under any 
other unfounded pretensions as a manifes- 
tation of an unfriendly disposition toward 
the United States and as an interposition 
which it would be impossible in any form 
for the United States to regard with in- 
difference. 

“Resolved, by the senate, the house of 
representatives concurring, That, whereas, 
President Monroe, in his message to con- 
gress of December 2, anno domini, 1823, 
deemed it proper to assert as a principle 
in which the rights and interests of the 
United States are involved on the Amer- 
ican continent by the free and independ- 
ent condition which they have assumed 
and maintained were tHenceforth not to be 
considered as subjects for future coloni- 
zation by any European power; and, 

“Whereas, President Monroe further de- 
clared in that message that the United 
States would consider any attempt by the 
allied powers of Europe to extend their 
System to any portion of: this hemisphere 
as dangerous to our peace and safety; that 
with the existing colonies and dependencies 
of any European power we have not in- 
terfered and should not interfere, but that 
with the governnrents who have declared 
their independence and maintained it and 
whose independence we have on great con- 
sideration and on just principles acknowl- 
edged, we could not view any interposi- 
tion for the purpose of oppressing them, 
or controlling in any other manner their 
destiny by any European power in any 
other light than as the manifestation of 
an unfriendly disposition towards the 
United States, and further reiterated in 
that message that it is impossible that the 
allied powers should extend their politi- 
cal system to any portion of either con- 
tinent without endangering our peace and 
happiness; and, 

“Whereas, The doctrine and policy so 
proclaimed by President Monroe have 
Since been repeatedly asserted by the 
United States, by executive declaration and 
exaction upon occasions and exigencies 
similar to that particular occasion, an ex- 
igency which caused them to be first an- 
nounced and have been ever since their 
romulgation and now are the rightful pol- 
cy of the 'United States.” E. W. B. 


NO MORE FLAUNTING. 


The Globe Says Great Britain Will 
Soon Get Mad. 

London, January 20.—:sue Globe, com- 
menting on the resolution supporting the 
Monroe doctrine adopted by the foreign 
relations committee of the United States 
senate, says that the people of Great 
Britain will not stand much more flaunt- 
ing from anybody. It attributes the action 
of the conrmittee to a desire to pander to 
the Irish voters and says the members of 
the committee may find themselves facing 
an appalling situation. 


W’ECLAIRE IS THREATENING.

DAILY NEWS IS SARCASTIC. 


Says We Should Apply Monroe Doc- 
trine to Tin Plates. 

London, January 20.—The Daily News will 
tomorow say: 

“The smaller American powers, whether 
they become free or not by the amended 
Monroe doctrine, will unquestionably be- 
come the slaves of the United States. If 
the theory of their dependence be pushed 
too far their protector may find it has more 
than it bargained for. If the foreign rela- 
tions committee is right Mr. Cleveland is 
wrong. He expressly invited Great Britain 
to settle her dispute directly with Vene- 
zuela, but it now appears that whatever ar- 
rangement is made it must be submitted 
to the United States as a sort of suzerain. 
The American people are paying the penal- 
ty now for their narrowness of interest in 
foreign affairs... They have at last found 
something to occupy them, but their one 
idea is rapidly becoming a superstition. It 
only remains to apply the Monroe doctrine 
to the importation of tin plates and there 
will be no extravagance left. Alas for the 
common sense that Mr. Gladstone reminded 
us would so easily settle the dispute. 


WORK IN THE SENATE. 


Numerous Petitions Were Presented 
and Bills Introduced. 
Washington, January 20.—Numerous pe 
titions were presented and referred to com- 
mittees in favor of the Stone bill relat- 
ing to immigration, raising the level of the 
great lakes, service pensions, the recogni- 
tion of Cuban belligerency, the retirement 
of greenbacks and relating to the Trans- 

vaal republic. 

Mr. Davis, republican, of Minnesota, com- 
mittee on foreign relations, reported a pre- 
amble and resolution on the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

The concurrent resolution was placed on 
the calendar—Mr. Gray, a member of the 
committee on foreign relations, stating 
that the report was not a unanimous one. 

Mr. Frye, from the committee on com- 
merce, reported a bill on the subject of 
maphtha launches, and explained its pro- 
visions. Under it the launches less than 
fifteen tons burden shall not require in- 
spection or an engineer, or a licensed pilot; 
but lgurches exceeding fifteen tons, car- 
rying passengers for hire, or carrying 
freight for hire, shall be subject to in- 
spection. 3 

The bill further provides, Mr. Frye said, 
that none of those launches shall, here- 
after, be utterly lawless but shall be sub- 
ject to all requirements as to the laws of 
the road, as to safety appliances to be kept 
on board, as to signals in fogs, and as to 
the meeting and passing of vessels, which 
now apply to steam craft. 

‘The bill was placed on the calendar. 

The Monroe doctrine camé up again in 
he shape of resolutions offered last week 
y Mr. Sewell, republican, of New Jersey, 
limiting the.application of the Monroe doc- 
trine and condemning the Venezuelan mes- 
sage of President Cleveland as unwise end 
inopportune. 

Mr. Sewell addressed the senate in sup- 
port of his resotution and urged shat Mr. 
Cleveland’s position was far in advance of 
what was contemplated in the Monroe Ccoc- 
trine, and that the effect of it would be the 
establishment of a protectorate over Mcx- 
ico and over each of the South American 
and Central American states. 

No action was taken-on Mr. Sewell’s res- 
olution, but Senators Wolcott, republican of 
Colorado, and Dan.el, democrat of Virginia, 
gave notice of their intention to address 
the senate upon it next Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

No progress was made on the house bond 
bill with the free coinage substitute, re- 
ported from the committee on finance. 

Mr. Jones, democrat, of Arkansas, who 
has charge of it, gave as a reason for not 
pushing it, the fact that several senztors 
who desired to speak upon it were not yet 
prepared and wanted more tme to get 
their speeches ready. Mr. Hill, democrat 
of New York, hinted that the vote was kept 
back until after the election of the two 
senators from Utah..

Story of a Brave Engineer and a Des- 


perate Adventurer. 

Hazleton, Pa, January 20.—A frightful 
catastrophe was narrowly averted on the 
Lehigh Valley railroad here tonight. The 
Wilkesbarre express train approached 
Sugar Loaf, one mile east of here, just as 
the tracks began to sink in a coal mine. 
Engineer Michael Lonser sized up the situ- 
ation, and with great presence of mind 
put on a full head of steam. The earth 
dropped for eight feet, and there hung over 
‘the abyss. The engine made the leap in 
safety, taking the train with it, but jump- 
ed the track on the outer edge. The en- 
gine then toppled over, pinning the brave 
engineer beneath it and crushing His life 
out. Fireman Fred Meyer sustained a 
fractured skull, and may die. Brakeman 
Seiwell was thrown through a window. 
All the passengers, about seventy in num- 
ber, were badly shaken up, but, as far as

HORRIBLE THEATER PANIC. 


FIRE CRIED AND FIFTY KILLED 
IN THE CRUSH. 


Half a Hundred Bodies Recovered 
from the Ruins—More Thought 
To Have Been Killed. 


St. Petersburg, January 20.—A dispatch 
from Ekaterinoslav, capital of the govern- 
ment of that name in south Russia, gives 
the details of a fire that occurred in a 
tfeater there causing large loss of life. 
The fire was discovered while a perform- 
ance was going on. The spectators be- 
came panic stricken and made a wild rush 
for the exits. Many of them were knocked 
down, trampled under foot and rendered 
unconscious. The building was of wood, 
and the fire spread with great rapidity. 
Before all the terror-stricken people could 
get outside the theater was a mass of 
flames. The scene outside was terrible. 
Those who had relatives or friends in the 
theater rushed about wildly, crying for 
help to save them. The effort was made to 
save those in the burning building, but 
the heat was so intense that for some 
time it was impossible to approach the 
structure. Even thhad it been possible to 
approach, the efforts to save those inside 
would undoubtedly have been fruitles§,\as 
they were probably suffocated befor € 
fire reached them. After the ruins had 
cooled off sufficiently «"séarch was com- 
menced for the @ead. Ferty-nine bodies 
have already been taken out. A number 
of persons who are known to have been in 
the theater are still missing, and there is 
scarcely any doubt that their bodies wil) 
be found later in the ruins. 


TWO DESPERADOES SHOT. 


THEY HAVE DEFIED ARREST FOR 
SOME TIME. 


Officers Located Them and Shot Them 
£ Down as They Were Trying 
To Escape. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., January 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Several years ago, John Massengale, 
a desperate mountaineer, who, with his 
parents and brothers, together with a large 
connection of relatives, lives at the “suck” 
on the Tennessee river, about thirteen 
miles below the city, murdered John Ever- 
sole, a well-known mechanic, in order to 
get his weekly wages, which he had just 


been paid. Massengale was captured before | 


he got to his haunts in the wilds of the 
mountains: He was tried, convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged, but through the 
machinations of his friends and relatives 
outside, he escaped and ran into the moun- 
tains. He*has defied arrest. 

Many raids have been made by officers 
to capture him, but each time he has suc- 
ceeded in eluding them, on several Occa- 
sions succeeding ™® seriously wounding 
the officers who were searching for him. 
He is desperate and he and his three 
brothers have announced that they will 
not be taken alive. 

Last night a party of deputy sheriffs 
left the city to catch John Massengale, hav- 
ing learned through an informant that he 
would be at a certain point this morning. 
They had to go at night, for these moun- 
taineers have a code of signals that makes 
the approach of officers during the day 
not only uselesa, but dangerous, 

They laid in concealment until 9 o’clock 
this morning. At that hour Massengale 
was sighted on the opposite side of the 
river. He soon came across in a boat and 
the party moved to a point to intercept 
him. He was going to his father’s house. 
The officers were seen and immediately 
they opened fire on the desperado. He gave 
a shout and was immediately joined by 
his Brother Tom and the two entered the 
boat and started for the opposite side of 
the river. 

The officers reached the bank as quickly 
as possible and continued firing shotguns 
loaded with buckshot at the two fugitives. 
Both men fell over in their boat, which 
drifted down the stream, the current being 
very swift. 

The officers believe both men are fatally 
wounded and a posse has been organized 
who will make a determined raid of the 
section. These men belong to a desperate 
gang who are a terror to the whole section.

Washington, January 20.—The members 
of the Venezuelan commission met today at 
11:30 a. m. in their handsomely appointed 
temporary quarters in the building partly 
occupied by the interstate commerce cCm- 
mission. Justice Brewer presided.: The 
selection of Mr. S. Mallett Prevost, of 
New York, as executive officer of the 
commission was formally ratified. Mr. Pre- 
vost was not present, but it was stated 


Wednesday next. The commission gave out 
for publication the following letter ad- 
dressed to Secretary Olney last week in- 
viting information from the two govern- 
ments chiefly interested in the boundary 
controversy: 

“Office of the Venezuelan Boundary Com- 
mission, Washington, D. C., January 15, 
1895.—The Honorable Secretary of State, 
Dear Sir: I have the honor to state that 
the commission appointed by the president 
of the United States ‘to investigate and 
report upon the true divisional line be- 
tween the republic of Venezuela and Brit- 
ish Guiana,’ has organized by the election - 
of Hon. David J. Brewer as its president; 
and is entering upon the immediate dis- 
charge of its duties. 

“In doing so it has, after careful consfd- 
eration, concluded to address you on the 
question of securing, so far as possible, the 
friendly co-operation and aid of the two 
nations which are directly interested in 
the now pending bountary differences. 

Comparison of Commissions, 

“Tt must have suggested itself to you, 
as it no doubt has to the president, that 
this commission thus authorized to ascer- 
tain and report the boundary line between 
two foreign nations, bears only a remote 
resemblance to those tribunals of an in- 
ternational character, of which we have 
had several examples in the past. They 
were constituted by or with the consent 
of the disputants themselves and were au- 
thorized by the parties immediately con- 
cerned to pronounce a final judgment. The 
questions at issue were presented by the 
advocates of the various interests, upon 
whose diligence and skill. the tribunal 
might safely rely for all the data and the 
arguments essential to the formation of 
an intelligent judgment. Their functions 


were, therefore, confined to the exercise —— 
“Juaitial powers, and they might fairly ex- 


pect to reach a result satisfactory to their 
own consciences while it commanded the 
respect of those whose interests were al~ 
rectly involved. 3 
Duty of the Present Body. 

“The present commission, neither by the 
mode of its appointment, nor by the na- 
ture of its duties, may be said tod belong 
to tribunals of this character. Its duty 
will be discharged if it shall diligently 
and fairly seek to inform the executive 
of certain facts touching a large extent 
of territory, in which the United States 
have no direct interest. Whatever mav 
be the conclusion reached, no territorial 
aggrandizement, nor material gain in any 
form can accrue to the United States. 
The sole concern of our government is the 
peaceful solution of a controversy be- 
tween two friendly powers for the just 
and honorable settlement of the title to 
disputed territory and the protection of 
the United Stetes against any fresh ac- 
quisitions in cur hemisphere on the part 
of any European state. 


Notify Venezuela and England, 

“Tt has seemed proper to the commis- 
ssion, under these circumstances, to sUg- 
gest to you the expediency of calling the 
attention of the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela to the appointment 
of the commission and explaining both its 
nature and object. It may be that they 
will see a way, entirely consistent. with 
their own sense of international propriety, 
to give the commission the aid that it is 
no doubt in their power to furnish in the 
way of documentary proof, historical 
narrative, unmpublished archives or the 
like. It is scarcely necessary to say that 
if either should deem it appropriate to 
designate an agent or attorney, whose 
duty it would be to see that no such 
proofs were omitted or overlooked, the 
commission would be grateful for such 
evidence of good will and for the valuable 
results which would be likely to follow 
therefrom. 

The Part of an Amicus Curiae, 

“Any act of either government in the 
direction here suggested might be accom- 
companied by an express reservation as 
to her claims and should not be deemed to 
be an abandonment or impairment of any 
posftion heretofore expressed. in other 
words, and in lawyers’ phrases, each 
might be willing to act the part of an 
amicus curiae and to throw light upon 
dificult and complex questions of fact, 
which should be examined as carefully as 
the magnitude of the subject demands. 
The purpose of the pending investigation 
is certainly hostile to mone, nor can it be 
of advantage to any that the machinery 
devised by the government of the United 
States to secure the desired information 
should fail of its purpose.

For some time past it has been apparent 
that steps in the proposed direction would 
have to be taken in order to prevent open 
rebellion. Ths notice of withdrawal of the 
Seaboard Air-Line hastened matters, and 
under the proposed plan all differentes will 
be satisfied. Differentials are proposed, and 
the general plan of the joint traffic associa- 
tion will be followed.

A Jury Finds for the Railroad in a 


$20,000 Damage Suit. 

The case of C. T. Smfth against the 
Southern Railway Company has occupied 
the time of the United States court for the 
past week and has attracted considerable 
attention on account of the stubborn fight 
made by the attorneys on each side of the 
case. The plaintiff sued for $20,000 damages 
for injurics received by the derailment of 
one of the cars of the Southern in DeKalb 
county in 1894. He alleged that his injuries 
to his back, hips and legs were permanent 
and he was suffering from a genuine case 
of spinal concussion. Drs. Robert W 9 st- 
moreland and H. F. Scott were introduced 
by the plaintiff to prove the extent of his 
injuries and Dr. Jarnigan was introduced 
by the defense. .

Pile of Money. 


AN ATLANTIAN THE DONOR 


$5,000 of It Will Be Used To Build 
an Addition to the Infirmary at 
Once—Plans Being Drawn. 


Plans are now being drawn for a large 
addition to St: Joseph’s infirmary, one of 
Atlanta’s most popular private charitable 
ir stitutions. The money with which this 
addition is to be built was donated to that 
institution by a prominent Atlantian, a 
member of the Catholic church. Two or 
three weeks ago ihe Sisters of Mercy, who 
have exclusive control of the infirmary, 
received a donation of $10,000 from an At- 
lanta man, whose reme is known only to 
a few of the sisters. The handsome gift 
came not as a surprise to the sisters. The 
donor had been contemplating making the 
donation for some time and a few days ago 
he notified the sisters that the sum he de- 
sired to give to the institution was $10,000, 
A committee, with Mr. Jack Spalding at 
the head, was appointed to receive the 
money, which was at once deposited in a 
bank. 

A purer act of charity than this has not 
been done in Atlanta. The donor has shown 
that he does not only wish his name kept 
from the public, but has kept it from the 
public and even the mere fact that the do- 
a had been made was not made pub-

Yesterday a Constitution reporter visited 
the infirmary and had a talk with the sis- 
ter who superintends that institution. She 
said plans were already being drawn for 
the addition to be made to the infirmary. 
The money, she said, was donated by a 
friend of the institution. 

It seems that the donor expressed a wish 
that a part ot the money should be used 
in building a large annex to the present 
large building. Therefore, without any de- 
lay whatever the work will commence and 
within a comparatively short time there 
will be erected adjoining the infirmary as 
handsome and as comfortable a structure 
as $5,000 cash can pay for. 

This much of the sum donated will be 
used for that purpose and the remaining 
$5,000 will be kept in the bank and the 
interest which it draws will be used in 
caring for patients at the infirmary. These 
plans have been decided upon and will be 
carried out. 

The infirmary building at present is a 
large and comfortable one, but not so large 
as needed. It has twenty-one rooms for 
patients besides the chapel. It is wholly 
a private institution. A few years back the 
city gave $1 a day for caring for patients 
at the infirmary, but this only lasted a year 
and excepting that time it has been main- 
tained as a private charitable institution, 
and as such has done a great deal of 
good. The donation just received is just the 
thing needed by the infirmary at present. 
A larger building was needed and this will 
enable one to be built. A larger income 
was..needed and the half of the donation 
deposited in the bank will give the infirma- 
ry enough income to enable them to care 
for two or three more patients the year 
around. 

The annex to be built will soon be start- 
ed and will be a handsome addition. The 
plans have not yet been completed, but 
will be in a fevmdays and then the work 
of building will be gone ahead with. The 
annex is to contain a larger chapel than 
the infirmary now has. It will also contain 
a large number of rooms for patients. The 
chapel in the infirmary now is not large 
enough and the new one will add consider- 
abie to the sociableness of the institution. 

It is probable that more than $5,000 will 
be used in building the addition as other 
funds may be used in this work. There will 
at least be a handsome and sufficient build- 
ing erected. 

The infirmary is wholly in the charge and 
keeping of the Sisters of Mercy. Under 
their direction it seems to be serving the 
purpose for which it was erected years 
ago by women of charity who have passed 
away and left their deeds behind them. 
With such gifts as made by the Atlantian 
who donated the sum above mentioned it 
will continue to serve this purpose well.

After the trial Detective Green took 
charge of the matter and secured evidence 
to the effect that Vine had stolen a very 
fine gold-headed walking cane a few days 
ago.

JUDGE CLARK ILL. 


He Was Much Better Last Night, Though 
Still Quite Weak. 


HE TALKS OF HIS WORK 


Adolphus Duncan Will Be Sentenced 
This Week and Carr Early Next 
Week—Other Court News. 


Judge Richard H. Clark, judge of the 
criminal branch of the superior court, is 
quite il! at his room in the Markham 
house. 

Judge Clark was seized with sudden ill- 
ness last Saturday morning and has not 
been abie to leave his room for any length 
of timte since his attack. Last night he was 
able to sit up, but was suffering from 
weakness, which is the result of his ill- 
ness. 

Judge Clark was not well last Friday 
morning when he entered the courtroom, 
but as the press of business was urgent, he 
held court during the day, hoping that 
he would be better and the attack would 
soon pass away. When he left the court- 
room he went direct to his room at the 
Markham, where he has since remained, 
most of the time being confined to his 
bed. He was very cheerful Yast night and 
talked freely about the work of the court 
and the necessity of his presence on the 
bench just at this time. 

“While I do not anticipate a serious at- 
tack,” said Judge Clark last night, “I 
am somewhat disappointed that I am not 
able to be at the courthouse, as there are 
several cases that demand prompt atten- 
tion. I was taken ill last Saturday morn- 
ing, and though I am not seriously ill, I 
feel very weak and fear it will be at least 
a day or two before I am myself again. I 
Bas taken sick at the very worst tinfe, 
it seems, for this term of the court is 
filled with cases and I feel that I can’t 
well remain in my room while there is so 
much unfinished work before the court. 
There are but two more weeks in which 
the court will be in session, and every day 
is important to me, as there is no one 
else just now who can do this work ex- 
cept myself. 

‘Had providence not interfered I would 
have sentenced Duncan early this week, 
probably today. It had been my purpose to 
sentence him last Saturday, but the Lace- 
well case ran over and more time was con- 
sumed than I had expected it would take, 
so the sentencing of Duncan was of course 
postponed. When Monday came I found I 
was not physically able to leave my room, 
so the sentence is postponed again. If I 
am able to resumfe court I will sentence 
Duncan probably next Saturday. arr will 
be sentenced the first of next week.”’ 

A large number of Judge Clark's friends 
called on him at his room yesterday and 
the Cay was spent very pleasantly with 
his callers. Just as soon as he feels strong 
enough he will call the court to order and 
will proceed with the work that has been 
outlined. The Bryan case, the Rothery 
case and the Hudson case will. be reached 
first in order and will be disposed of 
just as fast as possible. There are several 
other cases that may be reached in short 
order provided the cases first reached do 
no consume more time than is now ex- 
pected.

CHANGED THE CHARGE. 


'F. M. Hight, of Anniston, Takes Out 


Another Warrant. 

A warrant was taken for Paul O. Burns 
yesterday before Judge Bloodworth, charg- 
ing with cheating and swindling. A.week 
or two ago Burns was arrested and bound 
over on the charge of cheating and swind- 
ling. 

After staying in jail a few days Burns’s 
attorney discovered that the warrant un- 
der which Burns was bound over was not 
worded correctly. It charged Burns with 
cheating and swindling, whereas it should 
nave said ‘‘a cheat and a swindle.” Upon 
this legal technicality Burns’s attorney set 
to work to secure his release. A writ of 
habeas corpus was sworn out before Judge 
Reid, of the city court, and the judge, af- 
ter hearing the case, sustained the writ 
He, however, ordered that Burns be held 
until another warrant be taken out against 
him charging him with being a “cheat and 
a sw ndle,” and not with “cheating and 
swindiing,”’ as there was no such crime as 
that in the Georgia statutes. 

The charge upon which Burns was ar- 
rested was brought up by Mr. F. M. Hight 
of Anniston, Ala., who claimed that Burns 
had misrepresented a patent fuel saver and 
smoke consumer of which he sold him the 
right to canvass in a section of Alabama 
and Tennessee.

In his recent speech before the Detroit 
Manufacturers’ Club Mr. Don M. Dick- 
inson made an eloquent plea for the 
recognition of the belligerancy of the 
insurgents, Among other things he 
said: 

The time has come to take this Cuban 
question and press it upon congress as a 
matter of business, and I hope to prove to 
you that it’s the duty of congress to act 
now, and that further delay ts a crime. It 
is an open secret at Washington that Eng- 
land is now negotiating for the transfer 
of the revenues of Cuba from Spain, in pay- 
ment of her debt, and if that takes place, 
an English fleet, in spite of the Monroe 
doctrine, may bombard every port of Cuba 


,to enforce the collection of that revenue. 


That is one reason why we sfould recog- 
nize the Cubans as belligerents. 

Another is that Cuba believes that be- 
cause all the world is waiting for the 
United States, the inaction of the United 
States is a positive injury to her, and Cuba 
is about to send a commission to France 
to present her case there, and see if she 
can get a treaty with France looking to 
further commercial relations between 
France and Cuba.

Patriots taken in battle have been 
shot without quarter. .And every steam- 
ship headed for Madrid has taken out 
treasure wrung from the suffering people 
in the cities, who, were they not trodden 
beneath the iron heel and smitten down by 
uie mailed hand, would arise and throw 
their oppressors into the sea.

The country seems to be in a curious 
pickle in every direction. Take, for in- 
stance, the “balance of trade” theory. 
Everything that has been said by those 
wo claim that we are in great fettle 
when the balance of trade is in our 
favor appears to have been knocked 
out of date by the operations of the 
British gold standard. 

The year after the panic, according to 
this theory, we ought to have been at 
the height of prosperity. Gold ought to 
have been flowing this way in vast 
quantities. Why? Because, during the 
twelve months ending with December, 


| 1894, our merchandise exports exceeded 


imports by $149,000,000 in round num- 
bers. We ought to have been on the 
high tide of prosperity. We ought to 
have received $149,000,000 in gold in 
settlement of the trade balance in our 
favor. As a matter of fact, we lost gold 
tc the amount of $81,000,000, sending 
that amount to Europe. 

During the twelve months ending 
with December, 1895, our exports of 
merchandise exceeded imports by more 
than $23,000,000; consequently we ought

affairs persistently overlook the 
simplest explanation that can be offer- 
ed—the only explanation that fits the 
fact.

Thus, 
during the past quarter of a century 
native enterprise and energy have con- 
tracted a vast burden of debt abroad, 
n debt so vast that no estimate can be 
made of it—and now the payment of the 
interest on that debt alone, coupled with 
the fact that, by legislation, we have 
securities shall be made payable in gold 
value of our exportable products, makes 
a constant drain cn our gold supply. 

Our people, therefore, are not only 
in the hands of the Philistines at home, 
but in the hands of the shylocks of 
Europe.

A Federal Prison for Atlanta. 

The Constitution of last Sunday pub- 
lished several letters from prominent 
federal judges and other officials, pre- 
senting many strong reasons why a 
southern government prison should be 
built, and why it should .be located in 
Atlanta. 

As the matter now stands, there is a 
special act of congress making provision 
for the erection of a federal prison in 
the south at a cost of not over $500,000. 
Judge Don A. Pardee favors Atlanta. 
He says: “Atlanta is decidedly the best 
place to locate the United States south- 
ern penitentiary, health, access, control 
and supplies considered.” 

Judge William T. Newman says that 
“the necessity for a federal prison at 
some convenient point in the south can- 
not be too strongly emphasized.” He 
believes that such a prison would be in 
the interest of economy and humanity. 

Colonel A. FE. Buck declares that his 
experience as United States marshal 
convinces him that the prison is a neces- 
sity. He says that the. climatic condi- 
tions at Columbus, 0.; AjJbany, N. Y.., 
and Fort Leavenworth, Kan., where the 
southern federal prisoners are sent, are 
very unfavorable to their health. The 
state jails are unhealthy when they are 
overcrowded. ‘The colonel thinks At- 
lanta is the best site for a government 
prison in this section, on account of our 
favorable climate. 

Commissioner N. A. Broyles is on the 
same line. He makes the point that a 
federal prison in Atlanta would save 
thousands of dollars every year in trans- 
portation, besides preserving the lives 
of many southern prisoners who are un- 
able to withstand the rigorous climate 
of the north. The fact that the govern- 


post here shows that our advantages 
of climate, transportation, etc., are 
recognized. 

Marshal 8S. ©. Dunlap shows in his 
letter that every prisoner sent from At- 
lanta to Columbus, O., gosts $60, while 
the government pays our county jail 
$20,000 a year. It is expensive to send 
southern prisoners north, and it is cruel 
to take them from our genial climate to 
the eald and bleak climate of the north 
and west. 

Mr. O. C. Fuller, the clerk of the 
United States court, strongly advocates 
a federal prison at Atlanta, and he 
claims that'a ten-year sentence of a 
southern prisoner to a northern prison 
means death, and in some instances a 
shorter term kills him. He favors a 
prison here as a matter of humanity 
and economy. 4 

District Attorney J. S. James says 
that southern prisoners sent to Colum- 
bus, O.. or to Albany, N. Y., either die 
before the expiration of their sentences, 
or return home physical wrecks. He 
argues that it is neither humane, just 
nor economical to send our prisoners 
800 miles. or more to a dangerous cli- 
mate. He sees every reason why the 
prison should be located in Atlanta. 

From time to time we hear of well- 
known Georgia prisoners who have died 
in the northern federal prisons, and it 
is now an established fact that Lewis 
Redwine has become a physical wreck 
during his two years’ confinement at 
Columbus. It is doubtful whether he 
ean stand another year, and if released 
now, the ehances are that he would 
never recover his health. 

It is to be hoped that our Georgia 
congressmen will go to work to secure 
the appropriation needed to build a 
federal prison in Atlanta. With a little 
well-directed effort we can get the 
prison. The expressions of opinion 
which we have quoted from the high 
officials who are in a position to know 
the facts cannot be successfully contro- 
verted. As a matter of humanity, 
economy, justice and convenience, the 
United States should build a commodi- 
ous penitentiary right here near Atlanta.

Chief Connolly Interviewed. 

Chief Connolly was asked for an expres- 
sion on the matter last night. He said: 

“T have no criticism to make of the 
action of the council this afternoon and 
will not have in the event that the motion 
to abolish the detective department finally 
passes the council. I maintain that the 
police force must have detectives and that 
any department the size of Atlanta's is 
benefited by the maintainance of a well- 
organized detective branch. 

“T stated in my monthly report for De- 
eember that there had been considerable 
criticism about the detectives and that 
if their work had not been satisfactory 
attention was called to the fact that the 
board selects the members of the detective 
department and not I. If the matter of 
reorganizing the detective department was 
left to me I would detail such men as I 
think would work for the Best interests 
cf the city, having in view a desire to 
please the people of the city. I would 
make such changes in the force as seemed 
necessary to carry out that position. 

“Before the detective department was 
organized I had charge of the detuils now 
directed by Captain Wright. Men were 
detailed by me for detective work and the 
department got along very nicely. The 
work was satisfactory and if the old sys- 
tem is adopted again I think matters can 
be arranged satisfactorily to the people of 
the city.” 

Chief of Detectives Wright says thta he 
is resting on his oars and saying little 
about the proposition to abolish his de- 
partment. He says that he will be satisfied 
with anything the council does in the 


ter. 
matte’ chief Wright’s Opinion. 

“If the proposition to abolish the detec- 
tive department had come from the chief 
of police or from the police commission- 
ers I should have felt humiliated,”” said 
Chief Wright, “but coming from the coun- 
cil I have no criticism to make.

THE. COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


Chairman Sims, of the Bridge Commit- 
tee, Talks of Bridges. 


MATTER OF NEW CREMATORIES TAKEN UP 


Many Matters Brought Up and At- 
tended to with Business-Like Dis- 
patch by the New Members. 


Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch, the presiding 
officer of the general council, was the 
only absentee during the regular session 
of Atlanta’s legislative body yesterday af- 


ternoon. 
Mr. Hirsch’s absence was due to an ill- 


ness which has kept him not only at home, 
but abed for the past two weeks. 

The absence of the mayor pro tem., Mr. 
Hirsch, brought to the chair Alderman 
Dimntock, the junior alderman from the 
north side, who was chosen provisional 
mayor pro tem at the same time Mr. 
Hirsch was elected mayor pro tem. 

The first paper after the roll call, pre- 
sented by the city clerk, Mr. Phillips, 
was one in the handwriting of Mayor King. 
At every regular meeting of the general 
council the mayor presents a paper—a 
paper of many pages ground from a4 
typewriter, recounting by title—sometimes 
by fuller detail the work of the previous 
meeting with the action of the mayor 
upon each item on the many sheets. This 
is a paper which is read for the infornfa- 
tion of the members of the general coun- 
cil and is always sent to the iron-bound 


pigeon holes in the city clerk’s office, 
where the archives of the city are placed 
away for preservation. 

It so happened that Mayor King could 
not transmit that typewritten review for 
the body yesterday afternoon, but for it 
he submitted a single sheet, every mark 
of it which was traced by a pen in his 
own hand. That sheet apologetically 
stated that the usual semi-monthly review 
was not presented because Captain Moon, 
the messenger who is the compiler of the 
review is ill at home, and because the 
papers from which the review is made 
gould not be obtained by the mayor from 
the clerk’s office in time to perfect his 
semi-monthly presentation of municipal 
events of the past because the city clerk’s 
office had locked its door by virtue of 
the fact that it was a legal holiday—the 
birthday of General Robert E. Lee. 

In the paper, though, Mayor King de- 
clared that he had approved all papers of 
the last meeting, and now that page of 
the mvrayor’s ink distribution is pigeon- 
holed with Atlanta’s archives. 

Atlanta’s Crematory. 

Residents of the first and fifth wards, 
western sections of the city, sections near 
the crematory, sent in a paper signed by 
many hundred names. 

The paper recited the history of the 
crematory and put in italics paragraphs 
taken from papers whith have been filed 
away from three to four years. Para- 
graphs italicized and’ underscored showed 
that when the general council decided to 
build the crematory the people of the 
western section of the city, residents of 
the first and fifth wards, had entered pos- 
itive. pronounced and most energetic op- 
positione'to the crematory, declaring that 
it would materially damage and injure 
that portion of the crematory adjacent to 
it. It recited, too, that the general council 
of Atlanta for that year pledged itself to 
build one or more additional crematories 
in other sections of the city if the first 
one proved satisfactory. Just as positive 
and pronounced as were the paragraphs 
outlined was the statement that the gen- 
eral cottncil had accepted the crematory 
theory, declaring it satisfactory. 

Closing the paper the signers called al- 
most imperatively upon the general council 
to carry out its promise and to quickly 
get to work on at least one of the prom- 
‘ised incineration plants. The demand was 
made upon the promise of the general 
council and the declaration that cremato- 
ries in other sections of the city would 
decrease miaferially the great quantity of 
garbage and other offal that has to pass 
through that section to reach the one 
MPlamt the city has. 

The paper was signed by nearly eight 
hundred names and without further dis- 
cussion than the remarks of Mr. Howell 
was referred to the board of health, the 
finance committee, the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and gtounds and the public 
improvement committee. 

“T think,’’ said Mr. Howell, in moving the 
reference indicated, ‘‘that that paper is one 
of the strongest ever sent to this body and 
I am of the opinion that this body should, 
if possible, carry out the promises made 
those people on the western side.’’ 


Jones Avenue Bridge. 


Mr. Sims, chairman of the bridge commit- 
tee, presented a resolution authorizing that 
committee to advertise for bids for the 
building of the Jones Avenue bridge. 

“The advertising,’’ said Sims, “‘will cost 
about $25, but we will not be able to do the 
advertising for some days yet as the plans 
and specifications by which the bidders will 
have to be guided won't be completed by 
the city engineer, Captain Clayton, until, 
most likely, the last of this week, possibly 
the first of next week. We are extremely 
anxious to get to work, and as chairman of 
that committee, speaking for my two asso- 
ciates, too, I think I san sa‘“iy promise At- 
lanta one of the prettiest bridges in the 
south, and almost as quick work on it as 
was done on the Broad street bridge, under 
Mr. Bell’s most excellent and deservedly 
popular chairmanship. 

“So far we have done nothing on the Ala- 
bama street bridge or extension. That, 
however, is not due to the small amount 
set aside by the finance committee, but is 
due to the fact that there are yet some le- 
gal obstacles in the way which must be 
removed before we can start to work, even 
if we had a purse filled with thousands, All 
we want just now is the adoption of that 
resolution, authorizing the committee to ad- 
vertise for bids for- the Jones avenue 
bridge.”’

Since Sep- 
tember ist the receipts at Bombay to 
January 16th were 617,000 bales, against 
214,000 bales last year and the shipments 
from all India were 283,000 bales, against 
110,000 last year. We received a _ cable 
from Liverpool this afternoon siating 
that Mr. Ellison would issue tomorrow a@ 
bullish circular based upon an estimated 
American crop of 7,000,000 bales, and this 
information brought many buying orders 
from many local sources, closing the mar- 
ket firm at the best prices of the day.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, January 20.—Cotton declined 2 
to 3 points, but rallied and advanced, clos- 
ing very steady at a rise for the day of 
5 to 6 points, with sales of 105,300 bales. 

Today’s Features—Not much change is 
to be noted in prices, but what change 
there was showed a small advance, mainly 
on account of light receipts at the ports 
and the interior towns. The speculation 
was still small; Liverpool sales were light. 
A Montgomery, Ala., dispatch said: ‘‘The 
majority of farmers will plant a far greai- 
er acreage in cotton during the coming 
season than ever before.’’ But one crop at 
a time; the cotton trade is dealing with the 
present crop just now. And opinion of 
many is that unless the receipts increase 
materially by the middle of February, 
much higher prices must be expected. Just 
now the tone of the market is stubborn. 
It may not move forward much, but it re- 
fuses to back. The bulls maintain that 
the stubbornness or firmness is not based 
upon obstinacy, but upon common sense— 
upon an intelligent recognition of solid 
facts promotive of bullish interests. There 
was a better demand for spot cotton from 
New England, and a fair business was 
done. Fall River can buy here to better ad- 
vantage than at the south. Not only were 
the receipts at the ports and interior towns 
but the estimates for New 
Orleans and Houston were also small. In 
a word, most of the news was bullish. The 
worse feature was the continued dullness of 
the speculation. The best features were 
light receipts, a good export and domestic 
inquiry for actual cotton and the covering 
of shorts.

Chicago, January 20.—Heports on stocks 
of wheat from all paris of the world 
showed reductions today and, as was to 
be expected, prices seemed to correspond. 
It was given out that a prominent bear 
operator was on the bull side of grain 
and provisions, but it was thought likely 
that he was making the best of a bad bar- 
gain and was covering up the stuff he 
was short. At the opening the feeling was 
barely steady with little improvement. 
Broomhall’s Liverpool Corn Trade News 
was reported as having more favorable 
advices on the Indian crop than hereto- 
fore. May wheat opened from 60%@60%xc, 
sold between 60% and 6l%c, closing at 
615%.@614,.c, %@%c higher than Saturday. 
Cash wheat was ic per bushel higher. 

Corn—A slight improvement in corn 
prices took place, but the advance was to 
ibe credited princ@pally to wheat. May 
corn opened from 29 to 28% @29c, sold be-

’%c higher than Saturday. Cash corn was

later. 

Oats’ advanced on the strength of other 
speculative articles With ‘wheat, corn 
and provisions going higher, there was no 
opposing influence sufficiently great’ to 
cause a decline in oats.

Chicago, January 20.—The general 
strength noted at the close on Saturday 
was reiterated today and a substantial ad-- 
vance has been recorded in both grain and 
provisions. The bears in wheat found no 
encouragement in the news and there was 
large covering on the part of this interest, 
Pardridge leading. There was, however, 
continued selling on the part of some pro- 
fessionals, but their offerings were 
well absorbed, buying being gen- 
eral both by the country ind 
local bulls. Early cables reported for- 
eign markets higher. Northwestern re- 
ceipts at 572 cars were 352 less than a week 
ago. Clearances aggregated nearly 400,000 
bushels and there were decreases in Amer- 
ican visible, English visible and amount on 
passage of 957,000, 1,000,000 and 300,000 re- 
spectively. It was also reported that the 
world’s wheat sh ents to Europe wouid 
amount to only about 5,500,000 bushels, or 
1,700,000 less than the theoretical r 
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ot the fact that the total sh ts last 


Ww were only a trifle over 5,900,000 bush- 
els, which suggests that foreign exporting 
countries are ether not sposed to sell 
freely at prevailing figures or their re- 
serves will not permit them to do so. The 
latter theory is given credence by traders, 
who have kept close observation on the 
situation abroad. But perhaps one of the 
strongest features in the market is the 
broadening out of speculation, and, while 
we do not believe the situation warrants 
a very large advance just at present, the 
general tendency seems to be to support the 
market on the decline, and the inclination 
of the big shorts to cover their line would 
indicate that they are not certain of their 
position.

Receipts were large, the estimatea 
cars for tomotrow at 900 were heavy, and 
there was a large increase both in local 
stocks and the visible supply, but corn 
houses were large buyers which, with the 
advance in wheat and provisions, was the 
cause for the strength. 

Pork at one time showed an advance of 
60c per barrel; lard and ribs from 20 to 25c 
per 1,000 pounds over Saturday’s closing, 
final figures showing a slight reaction. The 
early strength was the result of a :noder- 
ate run of hogs, 10,000 under the estimate, 
which started good outside buying anda 
heavy covering by shorts. Packers were 
also good buyers, led by Cudahy. While 
the advance would seem sufficient for the 
time being, it is likely to be governed en- 
tirely by receipts or nugs.

In the City Court.

RECENTLY HANDED DOWN BY 
THE APPELLATE COURT. 


At New Orleans Involving a Large Sum 
of Money and the Disposition of 
an Important Industry. 


A very important decision has been hand- 
ed down by the United States circuit court 


' of appeals at New Orleans, which involves 


a@ very important industry and a large sum 
of money. 

The case is that of the Alabama and 
Georgia Manufacturing Company, the 
Huguley Manufacturing Company and 
Wiliam T. Huguley, against J. J. Robin- 
son, trustee. 

This case involves a valuable cotton duck 
mill at West Point, Ga., which, the evi- 
dence discloses, cost about $350,000. Accord- 
ingly the plant itself, together with the 
heavy sums or rents and profits, wastes, 
conversions, interest, aggregating $175,000, 
constitute the valuable prize over which 
the following array of able caunsel have 
been battling: Judge John M. Chilton, of 
Montgomery, Ala.; Judge Allen Fort, Amer- 
icus, Ga., and Messrs. Hall & Hammond, 
and Bigby, Reed & Berry, solicitors for ap- 
pellants, the Huguley Manufacturing Com- 
pany; while Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell, and B. F. Abbott represented the 


appellee. 
he appellate court affirms the decree of

appellants, the Huguley Manufacturing

Provision has already been made by con- 
gress for the erection of this prison in the 
south, and the amount of $500,000 has been 
designated as the sum of money to be ex- 
pended. In addition to this amount, the 
further sum of $100,000 has been provided 
for the complete and thorough equipment 
of the prison, 

Only One Federal Prison. 

The statute authorizing this appropriation 
received the signature of the president on 
the Ist of March, 1891. For some unknown 
reason, however, the statute has remain- 
ed dormant ever since the time of the 
passage, nearly five years ago. The gov- 
ernment is greatly in need of prisons not 
only in the south, but elsewhere. The 
only prison in the country which belongs 
to the United States government and may 
properly be called @ federal penitentiary, 
it located at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. This 
was formerly a military prison, but within 
the past few months it has been converted 
into a federal penitentiary, 

The prisons at Columbus, O., and Albany, 
N. Y., do not belong to the United States 
government. Both of them are state pris- 
ons. It is only by special contract with 
the governing authorities of these prisons 
that provision is made for the safe-keeping 
of federal prisoners. In order to avoid 
being dependent upon these institutions and 
to provide suitable quarters, under proper 
control and regulation for the safe im- 
prisonment of criminals, the statute of 
1891 was adopted. This statute not only 
provided for a federal prison in the south, 
but also for one to be located west of the 
Rocky mountains and one to be located 
east of the same dividing line but north 
of the 39th parallel of latitude. 

Mr. Livingston’s Help Needed. 

This expiains the situation so far as the 
statute authorizing the erection of these 
federal prisons is concerned, : 

Congressman Livingston will, no doubt, 
be able to get the appropriation for the 
federal prison in the south. Mr. Living- 
ston is one of the leading representatives 
of this section on the floors of congress, 
and will doubtless do all in his power to 
secure the necessary appropriation as soon 
as the matter is brought to his attention. 

Not only by reason of his commanding 
influence in the house will Mr. Livingston 
be able to secure this appropriation, but 
espec.ally on account of his position as a 
member of the committee on appropria- 
tions. He ranks among the leading demo- 
crats on that commission. 

Judge Newman, in a special letter, will 
bring the matter to Mr. Livingston's at- 
tention this week, 

Why Atlanta Should Be Chosen. 

Numerous reasons might be given in sup- 
port of Atlanta’s manifold advantages as 
a site for the government prison, 

The northern district of Georgia, presided 
over by his honor, Judge William T. New- 
man, is one of the most important districts 
in the United States. Especially is this 
true in regard to criminal matters. The 
moonshner and the whitecapper have made 
the northern district of Georgia famous 
throughout the land. The steady increase 
in the business of illicit whisky making 
will doubtless give the district a greater 
prominence in the near future than at any 
time hitherto. 

But this is not by any means the most 
important reason. Perhaps the most con- 
clusive argument in favor of Atlanta is 
based upon hr geographical location. Her 
Situation is convenient and accessible with 
reference to all the southern states. In- 
stead of taking prisoners to northern peni- 
tentiaries or to some remote corner of the 
south, these criminals can be brought to 
Atlanta for imprisonment, and large sums 
of money saved to the government in this 
way. The lives of federal prisoners from 
the south will also be protected, as they 
have not been in northern prisons on ac.- 
count of the rigorous climate to which they 
have been exposed. 


National Barracks Here. 


The desirability of Atlanta as a site for 
the government prison is strongly empha- 


{| sized by the fact that the national bar- 


racks are located here. 

The government always stations its mili- 
tary troops in cunvenient places with ref- 
erence to the immediate scction of the 
country for which they are intended to be 
a yrotection. The best distributing point 
therefore is always selected. At- 
has been a military stronghold 
ever since the war. General Sherman rec- 
ognized this fact and it was not until At- 
lanta fell into the hands of the union army 
that the fate of the confederacy was sealed. 
During the days of reconstruction Atlanta 
was the seat of military government end 
scarcely a time thas passed since the war 
that blue colored uniforms have not been 
seen on the streets of this city. 

The barracks, therefore, invest’ Atianta 
with a greater national prominence than 
that possessed by any other city in the 
south, and this will be a weighty, if not a 
decisive, argument when it comes to the 


location of the prison. 

If the appropriation is secured by Mr. 
Livingston, therefore, the question of a 
site’for the prison will be at once decided 
by the secretary of the interior.

Mr. Fuller sent a copy of Sunday’s Con- 
stitut'on, containing the article on the gov- 
ernment prison which appeared in that is- 
sue, to the attorney general of the United 
States. Effective agitation has theretore 
commenced and the effort to secure the 
prison will not be relinquished by the 
government officials until the penitentiary 
has been secured. 

The demand for government prisons is 
not restricted to the south. They are need- 
ed in the north and west also. The time 
has come for the United States to take care 
of her own prisoners and to save the mon- 
ey which she has been paying out to local 
jails and state prisons,

STIRRING SPEECHES AT THE ANNUAL BANQUET 


Many Toasts Were Made in Honor to 
the Old Dominion—Mr. Knight 
Answered to “Virginia.” 


The birthday of Robert E. Lee found fit- 
ting tribute yesterday in the brilliant ex- 
ercises of the Virginia Society. 

It was the day of the Old Dominion, and 
an eloquent son of that grand common- 
wealth enthused a large audience last 
evening in a stirring speech commemora- 
tive of the life and character of the great 
man in whose honor the holiday was ob- 


y served. 


Governor Cameron carried his audience 
with him. There were gathered a solid 
phalanx of old veterans who had climbed 
the heights with Stonewall and faced the 
fight with Lee. They heard the thrilling 
climaxes of the orator, and the old rebel 
yell rang out to the echo. 

After the address the members of the Vir- 
ginia Society adjourned to the Kimball, 
where the annual'banquet had been spread. 
Here responsive and loyal toasts and a 
mumber of speakers were heard. It was 
a brilliant affair, and through all the name 
of Lee was cherished, honored and ap- 


plauded. 


Governor Cameron, the orator of the day, 


spent the morning in his rooms at the 
Kimball. He was not very well, and re- 


’ fused an invitation to drive about the city. 
'.. At 3 o’clock he received the Virginians in 
» the parlor, and quite a crowd gathered to 
** meet him. The exercises last evening 
' \ were held in the assembly room of the 
- Young Men’s Christian Association. Gov- 
ts ernor Cameron was escorted there by the 


reception, committee. His entrance was 
the sign for tumultuous applause. On the 
stage were the officers of the society, May- 
or King, Bishop Nelson, and those who 
were to respond during the banquet. 

It was nearly 8 o'clock when Mr. W. T. 
Chandler, vice president of the Virginia 
Society stepped forward to introduce the 
speaker. He referred to his regime as gov- 
ernor of the Old Dominion in the highest 
and spoke of Governor Cameron 
as the man who had served four years with- 
out a blot on his record. 

The orator was cheered 
spoke as follows:

“At all events there were striking points 
of resemblance, not alone in character and 
endowments, but also in temperament, be- 
tween Lee and that predecessoor who is 
his only rival in the hearts of this people. 
Nor up to a certain point were the currents 
of their lives divergent. 

“Both were left fatherless while yet 
of plastic minds and both were trained 
to searcely realize that partial orphanage 
by mothers to whom widowhood was but 
a trusteeship of love and care for the off- 
spring of a departed consort. , 

“Of Anne Carter, the mother of Robert 
Lee, no less than by Mary, the mother 
of Washington, it may be said that from 
her prayers and precepts came that white 
flower of a blameless life which sweeten- 
ed our day and generation with its fair 
example. '"Twas she who guided the young 
Eneas to filial piety and taught him 
veneration of all that was best and noblest 
in the Father’s creed. "Twas she that 
developed natural excellencies of disposi- 
tion and worthiness of aspiration into the 
fixedness of habit and the substance of 
resolve. "Twas she who trained the 
sprouting tendrils to twine around the 
sturdy oaks of honor and truth. Aye, but 
for these pious Virginia women, conse- 
crated to widowhood and maternal duty, 
it may well be doubted whether even the 
nobility of nature which came from God 
would had ever grown into that rounded 
symmetry of mind and soul which stamp- 
ed their sons ds kings among men. 

‘Seldom has it been given to a state to 
give birth to tawo sons with such high 
claims to immortalitv! And that their 
gifts of genius and graces of character 
displayed so much of the kinship of re- 
semblance is but another illustration of 
the fact that true greatness has but one 
sure foundation and wears but one form 
in every age. It may wear a different 
form, but beneath the fashion of the day 
are the identical elements. The _ differ- 
ences are apparent, the similarities are 
real, Methods of expression change. 
Principles and rules of conduct are im- 
mutable. The Cid may never come again, 
Mr. Douglass, “in the same likeness that 
he were,’”’ but honor, patriotism, valor, 
never die—or but to speedy resurrection. 

“When the thoughtful boy in the 
widow’s home at Alexandria came to that 
ace when the fledgling longs to try his 
wings, his choice of a_ profession had 
perhaps been favored already by a pro- 
cess of which even he was unconscious. 
The pabulum upon which his mind was 
fed, at a period when impressions are 
most easily made, was largely of a sort to 
turn his ardent eyes towards a soldier's 
life. By this time we may be sure that 
he knew by heart the story of those bat- 
tles in which the power of Britain had 
been broken and the freedom of his coun- 
try gained. And did not the proud mother 
give into his careful hands ere this, those 
‘Memoires of the War of Seventy-Six,’ 
written by his father, telling in graphic 
style of the campaigns in the south, of 
Greene, of Marion, Sumpter, and in mod- 
est style of the chances of service which 
came to and were improved bv one nearer 
and dearer. More potent. still to fix his 
faith was the silent appeal of a sword 
which hung above the lofty mantel—the 
sword which Light Horse Harry” had 
flashed so often in the headlong charge— 
the sword presented to him by congress 
for ‘warlike skill and prowess.’ Can you 
not see now before you the mother ‘tear- 
ful yet rejoicing in her recollections, 
while the son, with pious touch, draws 
forth the stainless blade and answers to 
her questioning face: 

‘“*My father’s sword—and mine’ 

“And so he. started forth upon that 

course which brought him to the call of 
Virginia in 1861, a veteran already in war, 
master of its theories, ripe in its practice, 
in the flush of health. Scott, his old com- 
mander, had declared of him in his stilted 
but sincere way that he was ‘the greatest 
military genius in America, the best sol- 
dier I ever saw in the field, and if op- 
portunity should offer he will show, him- 
self the foremost captain of his tim®.’ It 
was through the influence of this Vir- 
ginian, then at the head of the United 
States army, that President Lincoln was 
induced to offer that high command to 
Colonel Lee. This tender was. so calculated 
to gratify an ordinary pride and great 
enough to satisfy any ambition. It came 
to a man who was controlled in every act 
of his existence by a desire to do the 
right. In all that memorable career there 
is not an act nor an utterance which sug- 
gests a motive less noble than a sense of 
duty. 3 
“That his resignation from the United 
States army was a step taken in sorrow 
and after severe conflict of mind is not to 
be doubted by any who read the calm 
yet mournful letters in which at this 
juncture he announced his decision to his 
sister. He severed the ties and relin- 
quished the aspirations of a lifetime to 
enter upon a_e contest which promised 
nothing but loss and danger to him and 
his. : 
“For nearly a year he held no important 
command in the field, and this is another 
illustration of the entire freedom of the 
man from self-seeking. He was content 
to be of use. It was not until the spring 
of 1862 that, General Johnson having been 
wounded at Seven Pines, the opportunity 
was born which gave to Lee an adequate 
field for the exercise of his abilities. 
Thenceforward until the closing scene at 
Appomattox he was never absent from the 
army with whose achievements his name is 
inseparably linked. ne 

“Wis face and figure were soon familiar 
to every man in the command. He was 
constantly on the lines, rarely attended by 
any escort save a single staff officer. 

“Even before he met the enemy under 
the leadership of that steady eye he was 
all in all to us. After the first trial, when 
McClellan had been driven to the shelter of 
his gunboats, the Army of Virginia proved 
its faith to him with a tenacity which no 
subsequent disaster was able to shake. 
Anc that mere corporal’s guard of us who 
still survive, our ranks growing thinner 
hour by hour—despite the fact that the 
mechanic grasp of Fate denied the victor’s 
laurel to that brow—we who gloried the 
more in his initial triumphs because they 
were his—we who felt the sting of final dis- 
aster more keenly because it pierced so 
cruelly that great heart—we believe in nim 
still! Purest, truest, greatest—there was 
none like him—none! 

“To find Lee in line of battle parallel to 
his lines of communication was the first 
surprise which disconcerted the . federal 
commander, but even then he never dream- 
ed of the prescient boldness that was to 
amuse Sedg vick with Early’s handful, uold 
his own front against Hooker’s main force 
with barely eleven thousand men, while 
Jackson with two-thirds of the confederate 
troops was sent across the front and 
held to the left and rear of an army of 
92,000 muskets. ‘Bold to rashness,’ says 
one eminent British critic, ‘but redeemed 
from rashness by the Knowledge of his ad- 
versary’s infirmities of temperament, on 
which it was largely founded, and by the 
celerity and skill with which it was exe- 
cuted.’ 

“Wary he was, but not ‘cautious,’ as 
General Doubleday says, nor. shrinking 
from collision in the open field,’ as Iium- 
phreys intimates. I am inclined to think 
he was more combative, by nature as well 
as calculation, than any of the union com- 
manders with whom he measured swords, 
Grant being a possible exception. 
unitiated his penetration of Pope’s rear by 
Jackson’s single corps would appear to 
have verged upon perilous enterprise, but 
here again he knew the moral forces at 
work in his favor and made accurate esti- 
mate of the length of arm of the man he 
had to deal with. His geinius and his in- 
clination were pugnacious. He had it in 
his blood from that Lancelot who rode 
by Norman William’s side at Hastings and 
from Lionel Lee, who fought in Holy 
land stirrup to stirrup with Richard of the 
Lion Heart. He had it frem that stout 
dragoon, the dashing Rupert, of the con- 
tinental army, of whom one of his generals 
said: “Give me one dozen such men and 
no British soldier will ever have another 
night of unbroken sleep in America.’ Yes, 
be came of fighting stock, and oftimes was 
tempted to indulge the humor, when the 
well-balanced brain said: ‘Nay!’ 

“Illustrating Lee’s offensive strategy is 
the movement by which in the autumn of 
1863 he flanked Meade out of his position 
at Culpepper and forced him back into the 
lines at Centreville; and this, too, though 
his army had been depleted one-third by 
the dispatch of Longstreet to the west. 
But when in December Meade crossed the 
Rap'dan and established himself across 
the roads leading from Orange Court House 
to Fredericksburg, not a step-in retrograde 
did the southern general take. He accept- 
ed the challenge from a superior force, 
marched promptly out with the corps of 
Ewell and Hill, planted himself on the 
ridges over Mine Run and offered battle 
for two whole days. On the night of the 
3d he massed two divisions on his right to 
essault the left flank of the enemy, but in 
the morning our advance in the gray light 
found only empty trenches. 

“The same movement essentially was 
repeated in the following spring when Grant 
came southward of the river, and here 
again, instead of retiring behind North 
Anna as his antagonist presumed, e 
barred the path of invasion in the old bat- 
tlefields of the Wilderness, and on the 
6th of May became the assailant after a 
vine fashion, 
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would deserve to rank among the foremost 
masters in the art of war. From day to 
day he pre-divined the movements of the 
enemy with an accuracy which was never 
ut fault. At every successive point—Spott- 
sylvania, Hanover Court House, Cold 
Harbor—Grant found his pathway barred by 
the grim veterans in gray. Time and time 
again, exasperated by the consummate 
skill with which a timely check was given 
to his every maneuver, the federal com- 
mander threw his bare-breasted divisions 
against the works of Lee. As often the 
brave fellows recoiled with torn ranks 
from the desperate work, until at least, 
after the bloodiest of all bloody days at 
Cold Harbor, the bugles sounded the ad- 
vance, the officers bared their swords and 
pointed the way, but the men, with one 
accord, stood motionless in their ranks— 
a silent but effective protest against a fur- 
ther apphleation of the ‘policy of attrition.’ 

“On the 14th of June the advance corps of 
the Army of the Potomac reached the pon- 
toon bridge which was to bear them to the 
new scene Of action at Petersburg. Since 
the 5th of May their losses in killed, wound- 
ed and missing, according to the official 
returns of their surgeon general, had been 
67,000, or 3,000 more than the number of 
men with which Lee had entered upon the 
campaign. Uptto this time, including 
Smith’s corps, Grant had received in re- 
enforcement 51,000 muskets; Lee 14,000. These 
Statistics are pregnant with) testimony 
as to the skill of our commander and the 
efficient valor of his troops. 

“But the end wag noc yet. Once in front 
of the historic town on the Appomattox— 
where, for the first and -only time in the 
game of strategy the federal general fair- 
ly stole a march upon his opponent, but 
when Beauregard, with a brilhant audaci- 
ty not sufficiently recognized, defended the 
position against great odds until the lost 
time had been repaired—the situation seem- 
ed to Grant or Meade to justify a renewal 
of those clashes of solid lines upon well- 
manned earthworks to which the federal 
army had already sacrificed so many lives 
and so much morale. The result was dis- 
astrous as usual, and again the army and 
the northern public murmured at what 
they deemed a reckless expenditure of 
blood. And then the taciturn and persis- 
tent union commander announced in gener- 
al orders that no more assaults upon in- 
trenched lines would be made. The engin- 
eers Were brought up, the great guns were 
Sent for, and the siege of Petersburg was 
set on foot. 

“The operations progressed with varying 
fortunes through the months of summer 
and autumn. Gradually the clasp: of the 
besiegers grew closer and closer 
around the beleaguered army. These 
were days of great glory for. the 
confederates, Longstreet held the 
north shore and the approaches to 
Richmond with a grip not to be shaken. 
Mahone and his division won fame in no 
scant measure at the crater and on the 
Weldon road. Heath and Hampton broke 
through Hancock’s ranks at Reams sta- 
tion and captured many prisoners, colors 
and guns. The cavalry wrought wonders on 
the flanks. But further and further crept 
that fateful left of the federal army. It 
was badly punished in each extension, but 
every inch of ground that Warren gained 
he held. 

“‘Dark days were upon us. The shadows of 
the inevitable were beginning to obscure 
the brow of hope. It was as the winter 
fell that I first observed the deepened 
lines of care that not all the serenity of a 
soul at peace with God and itself could 
smooth from the countenance of General 
Lee. The raven hair of four years before 
was already bleached into silver, and 
though too thorough a gentleman to betray 
abstraction, his speech, except on business, 
Was rare. In fact at this period the peril 
and privations of the troops were never 
absent from his thought. So patient of 
privation himself he was indignant at what 
he believed to be the neglect of the supply 
department in furnishing clothing and pro- 
visions to the men. The secretary of war 
made petulant inquiry of the general as to 
the cause of such frequent desertions from 
the ranks. His curt indorsement, amply 
justified by the facts, evinced his zrave 
displeasure: ‘I suppose the causes to be 
lack of food, fuel and clothing and con- 
Stant duty in the trenches.’ It is pleasant 
to read his letters of this date to Mrs. Lee 
and to see how the great mind, burdened 
with heavy anxietics and big with prob- 
lems involving the life or death of thou- 
sands, could yet devote itself to such a de- 
tail as obtaining stockings for his soldiers 
by the individual industry of the ladics in 
Richmond. 

“As the winter waned his perplexities 
were redoubled. True the wonderful re-' 
sources of his genius, the magnetic influ- 
ence, which tied m2n to him as with with 
links of steel—the influence of his zoodness 
as well as his greatness—and the elastic 
vitality of his army, ‘instinct to the last,’ 
says Swinton, ‘with life and courage in 
every part’—had sufficed so far to hold 
intact the works around Petersburg and 
Richmond and to preserve insecure commu- 
nication between these positions and their 
nearer bases of supplies; but in other sec- 
tions of the country reverse after reverse 
had overtaken the southern arms. The 
diversion of the army of the west from 
Georg.a into Tennessee had removed the 
last effective obstacle to Sherman’s south- 
ward march, and that officer, with a col- 
umn still formidable, was now moving with 
the inevitability of fate upon the rear of 
the last military reality of the confederacy 
—the intrenched camp in Virginia from 
which neither strategy nor assault, mining 
nor flanking, nor the policy of attrition 
had seemed to drive the wasted legions of 
our great commander. Sherman’s path- 
way, little infpeded by the perfection of 
skill with which Johnston handied the 
skeleton force at his disposal, lay across 
the pleasant fields where dwelt the wives 
and children of those who, exposed to the 
Severity of winter and destitute of food, 
still held with grim determination the last 
ditch of a doomed cause. The terrible ex- 
posure, the constant loss of rest, the in- 
cessant peal of musketry and roar of can- 
non, the lack of bread, the ravages of dis- 
ease, had hitherto shaken not the constan- 
cy nor dampened the courage of that peer- 
less garrison. 

“‘Each hour the whistle of the locomotive 
told of new lines thronging to swell the 
already overwhelming numbers of Grant’s 
array. Each frozen morn told to the anx- 
ious eyes how sadly stender grew the 
chain of Suards that held the trenches. 
Still no fiber of their iron wil] relaxed no 
nerve of their brave purpose lost rigidity 

Still manfully they held their posts 
watchful and resolute, bound to their cheer. 
less duty by a ae ek beyond the ken 
And if at las 
and arrows of outrageous ree ot 
one unguarded spot in the well-jointed ar- 
pots their souls, oh, who shall call the 
rie weak that bore so much before it 
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—, a burden to bear 
grea prototype ri 
never called = on to sadare. Abbenae 
he had reported to the war 
department that except on certain condi- 
tions (which the commissary genera] had 
declared to be impossible of fulfillment) he 
could neither hold his lines nor remove 
the army in safety from them. There re- 
mained to him-the most exacting ordeal 
that can confront the commander of an 
army, to determine without reference to 
his personal feelings where the point of 
military honor ceases and where the duty 
to humanity begins—what protraction of a 
hopeless condition is justifiable. He must 
fight until the verdict of fate is plainly 
beyond his power to affect it. He must not 
anticipate that juncture, nor must he pro- 
tract the struggle one hour beyond it. 

“When the time arrived for the render- 
ing of that decision General Lee was equal 
to it. Through no fault of his the retreat 
was interrupted by the fatal miscarriage 
of provisions ordered to meet the army 
en route. The delay so caused brought 
Meade upon his rear and enabled Sheri- 
dan’s hard riders to reach his flank. The 
disaster at Sailor’s creek, conclusive in its 
dimensions, brought. the army two days 
later face to face with annihilation or sur- 
render. 

“The day before the surrender General 
Henry A. Wise, whose fidelity and gal- 
lantry during the retreat were such as to 
excite the admiration of all the sad rem- 
nants of the army, was urging upon the 
commander the propriety of surrender. 
ae you think,’ asked General Lee, in 
his grave, quiet way, ‘that we have tried 
conclusions far enough to discharge our ob- 
ee to the government and the coun- 

ry? 

““*Country be d—n and government ditto,’ 


cried the emphatic ex-governor. ‘The coun- 


try is gone to smash and the government 
is on wheels. There is no country and no 
government. There has been none for three 
months worthy of the name. Our duty, 
general, is to these faithful men. What 
do you suppose they have been fighting for 
all this winter and spring? For the coun- 
try? For the government? No, sir! They 
have been fighting, I have been fighting, 
we all have been fighting for love of you, 
Marse Robert, and now we've done our 
best and you ought to save the few that 


are left of us.’ 


“That wizard of: speech, your late Sena- 
tor Hill, in his grand memorial address on 
the ‘Life and Character of Lee,’ spoke of 
him as ‘Washington without his reward.’ 

‘“‘Whether posterity will assign to General 
Lee the rank as a commander which the 
south claims for him is a question which 
need not be discussed here. The judgment 
of ~~ critics of this generation places . 
him in 

men.’ That 3 


the list of the born ‘leaders 
he accomplished much with 
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| limited resources, that he elicited the best 


skill and valor of the unior by his per- 
sistent defense of Virginia, that he over- 
matched many generals and decimated sev- 
eral armies ere his own succumbed, and 
that he finally gave to the victor a costly 
tricmph, are facts not to be gainsaid. In 
after years it will belong to ali America 
to claim his, fame as a heritage, as the 
England of today finds glory alike in the 
motherhood of Cromwell, of Rupert, of 
Fairfax, and of Sidney. Of Lee’s place 
among ¢eierals there may be question. Of 
his title to honor for all the noble at- 
tributes of manhood there can be none. 
He fought for the cause of his conscience 
until further contest would have heen a 
useless and criminal sacrifice of life. He 
surrendered in good faith to a generous 
foe, and thereafter gave his example to the 
building up of substantial, peace and a 
real union. He laid aside his stainless 
sword with less reluctance than he had 
drawn it, and without a sigh for the past 
turned to the duties of the present. Patient- 
ly instilling the lessons of virtue into the 
minds of the Virginian youth, presiding at 
the vestry meetings of his church, tore- 
most.in unheralded charities—so passed the 
few years that remained on earth to Rob 
ert Lee. ) 

“He lived among us to all appearances 
absorbed and contented in the routine of 
educational work. If he repined under fail- 
ure he gave no sign; if he found the utter 
revolution in his life irksome to the spirit 
Once ‘wrapped in high emprise’ he ut- 
tered no complaint; if he felt anxiety as 
to the judgment of posterity on his mili- 
tary career he made no effort to place the 
records in evidence. In the controversial 
disputes among others of our military 
chieftains which sprung up from the ashes 
of defeat, as weeds from the wreck of 
some proud edifice, he took no part. He 
seemed to be content to leave his character, 
and services,his name and fame,in the keep- 
ing of his countrymen, without a word of 
his own to prejudice the verdict. Nor until 
the good, gray head had found its final 
pillow upon Virginian sod was his spirit 
vexed—let us be thankful for that—by 
aught of unkind criticism upon his con- 
duct of operations.

Eloquent Speeches Delivered. 


It was half-past 11 o’clock before the 
flow of eloquence commenced. At that 
hour Colonel Chandler arose and proposed 
a silent toast to the memory of Robert E. 
Lee. Ex-Governor William E. Cameron, 
of Virginia, was then introduced and re- 
sponded with eloquent, inspiration to the 
toist of “Old Virginia.’”’ His remarks were 
happily delivered and received with en- 
thusiastic applause, frequently interrupted 
with shcuts of Lee. He closed by calling 
upon Mr. L. L. Knight to join with him in 
responding to the same toast. Mr. Knight 
began by saying that if he was not a Vir- 
ginian it was not his fault. The selection 
of his birthplace belonged to the prehis- 
toric period of his life and antedated the 
epoch of his responsibility; had his wishes 
been consulted in the matter he would 
doubtless -have ignored the old red hills 
of Georgia for the more historic associa- 
tion of old Richmond on the James. He 
paid a fervent tribute to Governor Came- 
ron, General Lee and the glorious record 
of heroism which belonged to the history 
of Virginia. 

Hon. Hamilton Douglas was introduced 
as the next speaker, who took the place 
of Governor Atkinson. He made an elo- 
quent speech and declared that unlike Mr. 
Knight he was a Georgian by choice and 
not by the mere accident of birth. His 
speech was frequently interrupted with 
applause. 

Atlanta’s honored mayor was the next 
speaker introduced. He responded to the 
toast ‘“‘Atlanta’—the city. over whose des- 
tinies he has been called upon to preside. 
He was received with a hearty outburst 
of enthusiasm and om a one of the best 
speeches of the evening. 
seThe Colonial Dames and Daughters of 
the Revolution” was the toast to woicn 
Mr. Charles A. Read responded. The elo- 
cuent ring of his voice and the magnificent 
climax of his periods completely captured 
his audience. Flis language was chaste 
and fascinating and his speech was fre- 
quently punctuated with enthusiastic ap- 
preciation. 

Major John C. Courtney responded to the 
toast, “The Confederacy’s Capital—old 
Titichmond on the James.”’: He stated that 
he spoke from the standpoint of a neighbor 
and that when a neighbor pra‘sed it was 
praise indeed. His eulogy 0 Virginia Was 
a brilliant triumph ‘of eloquerce and scored 
a maznificent hit for the speaker. 

Dr. Julian A. Hutchison was gracefully 
introduced as the next speaker of the even- 
ing. Colonel Chandler presented him as a 
gallant confederate soldier who entered 
the service of his ccuntrvy as a mere boy. 
Dr. Hutchisen responded to the _ toast, 
“Tine Heroes of the Lost Cause.” He mado 
a most eloquent speech and paid a hand- 
some tribute to his courageous comrades of 
the gray. 

Mr. J. P. Steffner briefly respcnuded to 
the same toast and divided with Dr, Flutch- 
ison the honor of glorifying Virginia's 
illustrious dead. 

With inimitable t:uwmor Father B. J. 
Keiley next responded to the toast, “The 
Hero of Ball’s Cross Roads.” It was the 
brightest and most delightful feature cf 
the evening’s entertainment. His speech 
was frequently fnterrupted with applauss 
and laughter. The hero of Ball's Cross 
Roads, to whem ihe toast referred, was 
Mr. Hamilton Douglas, 

Mr. Algernon B. Chandler next responied 
with brilliamt eloquence to the toast, “The 
University of Virginia.” He paid a glowing 
tribute to his alma mater and made a 
speech which provoked’ unlimited enthusi-

THE GOVERNOR AT WAYCROSS. 


ADDRESSED THE VETERANS AND 
MILITARY. 


The March to the Courthouse—A Great 
Day in the South Georgia 
Town. 


Waycross, Ga., January 20.—(Special.)— 
The anniversary of General Robert Ed- 
ward Lee’s birthday was celebrated here 
today by the Fourth Georgia regiment, the 
confederate veterans, the federal veter- 
ans and the citizens of Waycross and 


south Georgia. 

The day was a great success in every 
respect and everybody seemed pleased 
with the programme. Governor Atkinson 
and his. staff arrived this morning and 
were the guests of Colonel J. F. Stone, of 
the governor's staff, at the Phoenix ho- 
tel. }General Peter McGlashin, of Savan- 
nah, arrived last night and was the guest 
of Dr. T. S. Paine. Colonel J. O. Varne- 
doe, of Valdosta, who is colonel of the 
Fourth Georgia regiment, was here and 
commanded his regiment. All of the 
companies of the regiment were not here. 

The Valdosta Videttes, the Dawson 
Guards, the Brunswick Riflemen, the 
Thomasville Guards and the Albany 
Guards were present and were the guests 
of the local companies, the Waycross 
Rifles and the Waycross Light Infantry. 
The Jacksonville Light Infantry band 
furnished the music. 

The veterans assembled at the court- 
house at about 10 o’clock this morning and 
badges ‘were given them. The § federal 
veterans and the confederate Veterans had 
different badges. 

The Fourth Georgia regiment assembled 
in front of the Owens block at 10 o’clock 
and marched to the courthouse in com- 
mand of Colonel Varnadoe. The veterans 
and the military formed a procession at 
10:30 o’clock and marched to the opera 
house. 

Judge J. L. Sweat, president of the 
South Georgia Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation, was chairman of the meeting 
and introduced the speakers. Judg 
Sweat’s welcome to the veterans and mili- 
tary was eloquent and received favorable 
comment. General ‘McGlashin was intro- 
duced and he spoke for about an hour. 
He reviewed the history of the Fiftieth 
regiment, eulogized General Lee and 
other generals and was frequently ap- 
plauded. 

Governor Atkinson Speaks. 


Governor Atkinson was then introduced. 
He was unusually eloquent and his speech 
won great applause. The governor paid 
the usual tribute to General Lee for his 
purity and ability as a gentleman and a 
general. He said he was for peace, but 
should the United States engage in war 
with England he hoped the south’s every 
volunteer would be as brave as Julius 
Caesar. The speech was able and elo- 
quent and the audience received it warmly. 

After the speaking Chaplain Word pro- 
nounced the benediction and the audience 
was dismissed. The veterans formed a 
procession from the opera hous’ and 
marched to the Crawley building, where 
a big dinner awaited them. The dinner 
was given by the South Georgia Confed- 
erate Veterans’ Association. Governor At- 
kinson and his staff reviewed the Fourth 
Georgia regiment this afternoon after the 
dress parade and a sham battle nad been 


given. 


SAVANNAH MILITARY PARADE. 


A Little Squabble as to Who Should 


Command. 

Savannah, Ga., January 2”.—Special.)— 
The military of Savannah had a joint pa- 
rade today in honor of Lees birthday. 
Colonel W. W. Gordon, of the First regi- 
ment cavalry, Georgia volunteers, COm- 
manded. 


It was expected until yesterday tnac the | 


parade wouid be in command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Reilly, of the First regiment in- 
fantry, but a recent decision from the gov- 
ernor stated that such events were to be 
commanded by. the senior commanding offi- 
cer present, whether all of his eormand 
were present or not. The Georgia Huzzers 
is the only troop belonging to Colonel Gor- 
don’s regiment in the city, and ‘or this 
reason the officers of the First regiment in- 
fantry claimed that their commanding cffi- 
cers should have charge. 

It is understood a protest was sent to the 
governor by the officers of the infantry reg- 
iment, but nothing was heard isrom it and 
Colonel Gordon appeared in command. His 
position is that if he is to be in command 
and assume responsibility in case of riot 
duty, he’ should appear in command at 
joint parades, so that it may be KnOoWn 
that he is the senior commanding officer. 

The governor sustained this position. All 

this came about by reason of Colonel Mer- 
cer’s indisposition and inability to assume 
command, he having been senior command- 
ing officer up to the time his res gnation 
was forwarded to the governor a few days 
ago. 
“The Oglethorpe Light Infantry and Sa- 
vannah Cadets were presented tonight with 
two magnificent, massive silver cups by 
Mrs. W. J. Deereune, in commemoration of 
the fact that they were the only companies 
who turned out January 19, 1893, in honor of 
Lee’s birthday, when the slush was on the 
ground and the snow was falling. 


.EXERCISES AT ROME. 


Several Addresses Made by Prominent 
Men—Recitations, Ete. 

Rome, Ga., January 20.—(Special.)—The 
memortal exercises in Rome of the anni- 
versary of the birth of Lee were very in- 
teresting and passed off most satisfactorily 


to all. 

Judge Henry very generously consented 
to adjourn superior court and at 3 o’clock 
the Floyd County Confederate Veterans’ 
Association, the Ladies’ Memorial Asso- 
ciation and Xavier chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution assembled 
in the courtroom to participate in the ex- 
ercises. ; 

Colonel R. A. Denny was called to the 
chair and Dr. R. B. Headden, chaplain, 
opened the exercises, and was followed by 
Mrs. Ethel Hillyer Harris, in a greeting 
to the veterans from the Daughters of the 
Revolution. 

Mr. Montgomery M. Folsom read a very 
patriotic fetter from General Clement A. 
Evans and connected with it an interesting 
letter furnished by General Evans, which 
was written by P. W. Alexander, to the 
old Savannah Republican in 1862, and has 
not been published since. It contains a 
prophetic estimate of the qualities of the 
great commander. Mr. [Folsom concluded 
by reading Hon. Benjamin H. Hill’s splen- 
did estimate of Lee which was never sur- 
passed by the utterance of an orator. 

The East Rome band furnished music, 
playing confederate airs such as ‘Bonnie 
Blue Flag,’’ “Dixie” and others. Hon. W. 
J. Neel delivered a stirring address and 
Miss Jimmie Selman, of Shorter. read 
“The Legions of Lee,’’ a poem written for 
the occasion by Montgomery M. Folsom, 
in a most charming manner, and the band 
played ‘‘Dixie,”” which brought forth the 
old rebel yell in all its enthusiastic  in- 
tensity. 

Colonel C. M. Harper delivered a ringing 
speech and Miss Estelle Mitchell, a charm- 
ing elocutionist, read Father Ryan’s match- 
less poem, ““‘The Sword of Lee.’’ 

Professor R. J. Gwaltney followed in a 
very patriotic address and Mr. Fred G. Go- 
van read “Lee to the Rear,” a thrilling 
piece of war poetry. 

Five minute speeches were then made 
by Hon. Mose Wright, Dr. Bat- 
tle and others, and Hon. Seaborn Wright 
concluded the exercises in that enthusias- 
tic style in which he excels in eloquence 
and oratory. 

The courtroom was packed with people 
and the affair was one of the most notable 
of the kind that ever occurred in the

These, with the cadet batal- 
ion, the Baldwin Blues, over three hundred 
Georgia Normal girls and a great concourse 
of citizens made a splendid and inspiring 
pageant.

Lumpkin, J.—l. Where the credibility of 
a witness was open to attack use, up- 
on a previous occasion when it was appa- 
rently his duty to speak out, he had not 
disclosed any knowledge whatever as to 
certain very material matters, but at the 
trial testified that he did have knowledge 
of the same on the occasion referred to, ‘t 
was competent to sustain the witness 
by proving that he kept silent on that oc- 
casion because he was advised to do so.

Where in fhe prosecu- 
tion of its business a corporafion employs 
a wire which, because of its being charged 
with a powerful and dangerous current 
of electricity, is liable, upon coming in 
contact with the wires ‘of other corpora- 
tions, to cause injury or death to the 
employs of the latter while engaged in 
the performance of their duties, the cor- 
poration first referred to is relatively to 
such employes, under the duty of observ- 
ing at least ordinary diligenca not only 
in preventing such a contact wt also 
in discovering and preventing its con- 
tinuance even when occasioned by the 
negligence of others, including that of a 
corporation whose employes art thus ex- 
posed to danger. 

2. declaration alleging that the 
defendant’s ‘feed wire,” it being a wire 
charged with a high potential current of 
electricity, was at the time of the killing 
of the plaintift’s husband, ‘negligently 
and carelessly permitted by the defendant 
to rest upon and be in immediate contact 
with’ a call wire of the comrpany which 
was the master of the deceased, and the 
charge as a whole making it sufficiently 
clear to the jury that the plaintiff must 
prove the negligence thus alleged, and also 
that it occasioned the death of her hus- 
band before she would be entitled* to 
a recovery, the defendant’s request to 
charge that she could recover only upon 
some act or acts of negligence alleged in 
the declaration was fairly covered. 

3. if,while upon a pole of considerable dis- 
tance above the ground a person is so 
burned, shocked and put in pain by a cur- 
rent of electricity as to lose his strength or 
consciousness and the control of his move- 
ments and in consequence falls to the 
ground and dies, it may be safely as- 
serted thac his death was caused by the 
electric current, whether, in case there had 
been no tall from the pole, death would 
have ensued or not. 

4. Although the declaration alleged noth- 
ing as to any “‘prospect of increased -earn- 
ings’’ on the part of the deceased, it was 
not, under the facts of thfs case, im- 

roper for the judge while instructing the 
ury as to the measure of damages. to 
state to them, in a general way, that they 
| might consider such prospect, if any; he 
at the same time and in the same con- 
nection appropriately instructing them that 
they might aiso consider his ‘‘diminution 
of capacity to earn money as the: result 
of growing years and infirmities of age.’’ 

5. There was nd material error in re- 
jecting evidence; the law as to contribu- 
tory negligence was, in substance, fairly 
subnutted by the judge to the jury, and 
even if the damage ought to have been 
apportioned on account of such negligence 
On the part of the deceased, the amount 
of the verdict was not so large as to 
show with complete certainty that this 
was not done; the verdict found was war- 
ranted, and on the whole there was no 
abuse of discretion in denying a new trial.

Atkinson, J.—A person who, as agent for 
another, swears to the truth of a peti- 
tion to obtain an attachment as for a con- 
tempt because of an alleged violation of 
an injunction, is so far a witness in such 
proceeding as that affidavits filed by the 
defendant in support of his answer tend- 
ing, by proof of bad character, to impeach 
the credit of such agent, are privileged, 
and matters therein recited pertinent to 
that point are not libelous and cannot be 
made the basis of an action for libel 
either as against an attorney offering such 
affidavits in evidence, the defendant or 
the witnesses making such affidavits. 

Judgment affirmed.

Lumpkin, J—1. Where, in the course of 
its regular business, a partnership had 
been accustomed to accept drafts drawn 
upon it by another, and to pay the same to 
a bank at which they had peen regularly 
discounted, and the bank, within the knowl- 
edge of the partnership while yet existing, 
still held one of these drafts which had not 
been paid, the bank was, under these cir- 
cumstances, such a creditor of the part- 
nership as to be entitled to actual nectice 
of its dissolution. 

2. As to this creditor, mere proof cf the 
publication in a newspaper of a notice of 
dissolution was not, of itself and without 
more, sufficient to discharge the partner- 
ship from liability upon a draft of the hind 
above indicated, which was in part renewal 
of a former one duly accepted by the pert- 
nership, and upon which latter drzft there 
was an acceptance in the partnership 
name, although the entering of the seme 
was the unauthorized act of one of the 
partners, done after the dissolution had, in 
fact, taken place. 

8. In such a case, the bank was not af- 
fected by information given to cne of its 
messengers by a member of the former 
partnership, to whom the draft upon which 
the partnership was confessedly liable and 
which was subsequently renewed was pre- 
sented, to the effect that the partnership 
had been dissolved and that the other part- 
ner was liable for its debts, this informa- 
tion not having in fact been communicated 
to the bank itself, and it appearing that 
this messenger’s agency was confined to 
collecting commercial papers, and aiso 
that it was not within the scope of his 
business or duty either to report the re- 
sponses of persons who refused to pay 
papers presented, or to arrange witn such 
persons or with others for a renewal of the 
same. 

4. It is incumbent upon one xlleging that 
the agency of such a collector extended to 
receiving and communicating to his princi- 
pal information as to the dissolution cf a 
partnership, to affirmatively prove the au- 
thority or duty of the collector so to So. 
Judgment affirmed.

Atkinson, J.--1. Where an action is itsti- 

tuted against two persons upon a jcint lia- 
bility, the declaration to some extent indi- 
eating that such liability was that of a 
partnership, it is competent thereafter to 
amend the declaration by more distinctly al- 
leging that the liability sued upon was in- 
cur by the defendants as partners in 
the prosecution of a partnership business. 

3. Though one may not actually be the 

‘partner of another person, he may never- 

theless become liable as such a rtner if 

he represent to persons Gealing wi h himself 
and such other person that they «are )}art- 
ners, and upon the faith of such representa- 
tion a credit.is extended to the supposed 

partnership of which he represents h:im- 

self to be a member. 

3. The charge of the court on the law of 
partnership announced correct principles 
of law and was appropriately edinsted to 
the evidence, and it appearing that the evi- 
dence offered in support of the sliegations

the original grantee therein, whether, as 
matter of law, the power would or would 
not pass to his assignee of the note. 

2. In the execution of such power by the 
grantee, it is not indispensably essential 
to the validity of a sale made thereunder 
that he should be actually present and per- 
sonally conduct the sale. 

3. One who, in dealing with a foreign 
corporation, borrows its money und secures 
the loan by a deed to realty conta ning a 
power of sale, is estopped from denying the 
right of such corporation to have this pow- 
er conferred upon it, or to exercise the 
Same when conferred; nor will it Le pre- 
sumed in advance that such corpuration in 
the exercise of the power of sale v’iil not 
act through a duly authorized vcfficer or 
agent.

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DOWN 70 HIS DEATH 


A Carpenter Falls from an Exposition 
Building and Is Fatally Hurt. 


A TRAGIC SCENE IT WAS 


He Had Been Happy All Day and Was 
Glad the Fair Was at an End. 


HAD CONSTRUCTED HIS OWN DEATH TRAP 


Wailed on the Very Timber Three 
Months Ago Which Sent Him to 
His Fatal Injury. 


From a beam forty feet high on the ruins 
of the Georgia manufacturers’ building, at 
the exposition grounds, John W. Brittain, 
a carpenter about thirty-two years old, 
fell headlong on the flooring below at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and met an 
awful fate. 

The accident was caused by his own care- 
lessness. Seated astride the big beam 
which he thought was braced above Brit- 
tain suddenly sawed it in twain, when it 
crashed downward, hurling him on his head 
with terrific force. He was picked up limp 
and unconscious. It was thought that he 
was dead, but by the time of the arrival 
of the ambulance he regained his strength 
and began to throw his arms about in a 
wild, helpless manner. He was taken to 
the hospital, where it was found that his 
skull was severely fractured. The doctors 
declared his recovery improbable, and his 
death was expected at any time. 

Brittain was one of the most skilled la- 
borers in the employment of the Woodward 
Lumber Company. He came to Atlanta 
from Chicago, where he has a brother well 
known as a carpenter. When the exposi- 
tion came on the young man was placed in 
charge of the erection of several large 
buildings. He was in every respect one of 
the best trained men in the service of the 
company and whenever a job of difficult 
nature was on hand Brittain was always 
the man singled out to look after it. He 
was an expert in what is known among 
carpenters as “high work,’’ and whenever 
there was any climbing to be done it was 
he who was selected. 

Built His Own Tomb. 

It was a strange coincidence that the 
very beam which will cause the death of 
the young man was placed there by his 
own hands. The very nails that gave way 
and sent him to his horrible fate were 
driven there months before with his own 
hammer. Brittain erected his own death- 
trap. 

The Georgia manufacturers’ bulding was 
hastily constructed. It was built for the 
manufacturers’ association by the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company, at an expense of 
$7,500, with the understanding that at the 
close of the fair the building was to revert 
to the lumber company. In the construc- 
tion of the building the idea was kept in 
view that it would be torn down soon after 
the fair and there were some changes 
made in the original plan so that the lum- 
ber used in the building might be kept in- 


} tact. 


Some time before the building at the fair 
Was commenced there stepped into the of- 
fice of the foreman of the lumber company 
a young man of good appearance, who said 
that he was a carpenter and desired work. 
He said that he was from Chicago, where 
he had done a good deal of work in the 
way of constructing big buildings and he 
asked that he be given employment in that 
line at the fair graunds. His name was 
placed on the books as “J. W. Brittain,” 
and he was put to work immediately. It 
Was soon found that he was above the av- 
erage and the more difficult tasks were as- 
signed to him. 

He was employed on the manufacturers’ 
building almost entirely and placed togeth- 
er the heavy beams and timbers that sup- 
ported the big structure. When the work 
of demolition began last week Brittain 
was placed at the task of tearing down the 
heavy rafters. Last week he worked in 
the front part of the building. One side 
was completely demolished. It was the 
construction of the beams on the side of 
the building which caused the carpenter to 
attempt the apparently foolist act of sitting 
on the rafter yesterday afternoon and saw- 
ing it off under him. He thought the 
timbers were braced like those upon which 
he was at work last week. Without think- 
ing to examine he began to saw the timber 
in twain, when suddenly it snapped and 
sent him down to his death. 

“T’m Glad It’s Through.”’ 

When Brittain came from his boarding 
place at 31 Cone street yesterday morning 
he was in his usual good humor. He 
laughed and talked with his companions 
and chatted gayly all the way the 
grounds. 

“I’m glad,” he said to his roommate, 
Brisco Williams, ‘“‘that this fair is almost 
over. Just a little while now and I can go 
home to see them all.’’ 

This bright mood continued during the 
day. The young man had finished eating 
his dinner. There were three big beams 
overhead which were cut down. They had 
served as braces to the roof and were 
shaped as the figure ‘‘4.’’ Brittain placed a 
ladder against the middle post and mounted 
to the top with his hatchet and his saw. 
He had no thought of what was to follow. 
Just as he had done with the beams on 
the other side of the house, he placed him- 
self in the angle and began to saw away 
above his head. He thought that the tim- 
ber would hold. 

He had been sawing away and whistling 
for some minutes. The timber was almost 
severed. In a moment there was a crash. 
The heavy wood work fell.. Brittain went 
to the floor with a wild scream for help. 

When his companions looked down a hor- 
rible sight met their gaze. The planks of 
the flooring had been removed. The back 
of his head just above the muscles in the 
neck had struck a heavy plank. The skull 
was crushed in like a shell and the blood 
was staining the ground in a steady stream. 
The body was lying apparently lifeless be- 
tween the parrallel joists. 

As soon as possible the men with whom 
he was working rushed to his help. He was 
lifted to the floor. Water was dashed in 
his face. Some one forced a whisky flask 
between his teeth, with the hope that he 
might be revived. Others had rushed to the 
police headquarters, where the ambulance 
was ordered from the Grady hospital. It 
was a run Of nearly two miles for the am- 
bulance but the trip was made as speedily 
as possible. He was removed at once. 
His friends have notified his family in Chi- 
cago.
